SCOVILLE AND ROBINSON,

Atler court opened counsel Secoville
arose to make a personal explanation
in which be said there had been no dis-
agrecment between himself and Robin-
son, as would appear from ecertain pub-
lientions.  Robinson would render all
the aidd possible in the case and they
would work in harmony.

CRAZY GUITEAU'S GAS,

Al this point Guiteau rose and ob-
jeeted to Robinson taking a part in his
detense.  He said he wonld manage his
own ease and would not trust Robinson
with anything, as he had no brains. He
wished the eourt to understand him in
this point and if counsel were foreed
upon him he wonld make notice about
it to the country.  He represented Dei-
Ly in this ense and wished the court to
understand that two or three blunder-
buss lawyers would lose the ease for him
and he didn’t propose to submit to any-
thing of the Kind,

The court informed the prisoner that
if hie didd not keep quiet he would be
retired from the room.

After a few minutes the prisoner
Dburst out afresh with the remark that
“there’s not o word of truth in the Chi-
engo dispateh published in the Post this
morning, It is a lie from the beginning
o the end.”

This is the dispateh referred to above
regarding the arvest of n supposed ac-
complice of Guitea.

For seme time after this remark the
prisoner conversed in a very excited
manner with his counsel and hrother,
at intervals using his e¢lenched fistupon
ihe desk before him in an exceedingly
lemonstrative manner.,

ENTER BLAINE,

At 10:80 Seeretary Blaine, aceom-
yanied by Assistant Secrctary Walker
$laine and Chief Clerk Brown entered
the conrt room and were ushered to
seats immediately in the rvear of the
counsel for the government,

CORKHILL'S OPENING STATEMENT.

A few minutes later, the following
opening statement  was made by the
l lllitml States Distriet Altorney  Cork-
hill:

May it please the court and gentle-
men of the jury, the prisoner at the bar
stands before you charged with the
murider of James A. Garfield.  Under
any cireumstanees there rests grave
and responsible obligations upon every
man ealled npon in the discharge of
his duty under the law to render a de-
cision upon which depends the life of a
fellow ereature, and while it is true the
offense charged in the present case is
no greater in legal gravity and conse-
(uences to the prisoner than if by his
aet he had taken the life of the hum-
blest and most obscure citizen of the
Republie, it isidle to overlpok the fact
of the emiinent character of him whose
life was taken, hig high oflicial position,
and the startling commission of the
crime renders the case of unnsual and
unparalleled im\mrtuncu. It is the sec-
ond time in our history that a eitizen
chosen by the people of the United

States to ischarge the high
and  vesponsible duties of Pres-
ident  has fullen a vietim

to o lawless aszassin. Butin the for-
mer case we were just emerging from
the shadows of a long and bloody war.
The country had been racked by com-
motions and stirred by civil feuds
throughout the length and breadth of
the lund. Nearly ever house monrned
the loss of relatives and of [riends slain
on the hotly contested battle fields of
the Republie. It was a dangerthonght-
ful men had anticipated. It was a ca-
lamity that patriots feared, and when
it came with its dread consequences it
was aceepted as one of the resuits the

ITS EFFECT UPON THE PR ISONER.

During the time oceupied by the Dis-
trict Atterney in delivering his argu-
ment the prisoner assumed an air of
apparent indificrence and devoted him-
sell to the morning papers, scanning
them hurriedly. The argoment was
delivered by Corkhill in a very effective
manuner, tears filling the eyes of many
in the audience, but the countenance of
the prisoner remained unchanged. To-
wards the close of the argument he
laid the paper aside, leaned back in his
chair and covered his eyes with his
hands, evidently endeavering to con-
ceal emotion, which he unnfmbtt-d!y
felt.  He then drew a package of nian-
useript from his  pocket and com-
menced writing  hurriedly, and in a
Nervous manner.

The prisoner censtantly shook his
head in approval or disapproval of the
statements made in the argument of
Corkhill. At one time he interrupted
the District Attorney, which action was
mlled to the attention of the court hy
Judge Porter of counsel of prosecution.
Jutlge Cox announced that it was with-
in the power of the court to try the case
in the absence of the prisoner, and if he
persisted in these turbulent remarks he
wonld eause him to be removed,

Guiteau in response said: “I will
not do it again, your henor, hul I have
very deep teeling in this case.” [Laugh-
ter. | .

ARGUMENT APFLAUDED,
At the eonclusion of Colonel Cork-
hill’s nrgument there was long and con-
tinned applause,
BLAINE TESTIFIES.

Seeretary Blaine was then called (o
the stand by counsgel for the Govern-
ment and testified that he had known
James A. Garfield from 1863 to the time
of his death. On reaching the depot on
the morning of the assassination
of the President, he torned and was
about to  say good bye, but

insisted nupon his (witness) accompany- |

ing him to the cars.  He heard a pistol
chot, followed almost immediately by

another, and thinking there was some |
trouble, tonched the President for the |

purpose of hurrying him onward. Al
this moment the Prosident throngh up
liis arms exelaiming, “MyTal, what
is this I""  The Sceretary continuing
tetailed the eireumstances of the re-
movil of the President to the White
House and other malters pertaining to
the shooting, all of which had been
wblished  heretofore.  Guitesn had
iwen requested by him to diseontinne
his visits and did not see the assassin
when he fired the [atal shot.

How many times did you see Presi-
dent Garfield's body afiér his death in
Francklyn cottage, at Elberon, New
Jl‘l’.‘il.‘.\?

I did not see the hody after it was
brought to Washington,

A number of letters from the files of
the State Department were then identi-
fiell by Secrctary Blaine as having been
received from the prisoner and which
were read by the Distriet Attorney,

Blaine when eross-examined testified
as to the loeality of the shooting point-
el out on a dingram of the Baltimore &
Potomae depot the spot on which the
shooting occurred. He had received
numerons letters from the prisoner per-
sonally nrging to be assigned to gpeak
in the Maine campaign, The letters
were doubtless destreyed with other
campaign debris. Regarding Guiteau's
visits to the State Department the Sec-
retary said he was one of perhaps forty
applicants in the days he came and that
he suffered the disappointment of the
rest in his endeavors to obtain an ap-
pointment. He at nertime noticed any-
thing which would indicate any de-
rungement of Guitean’s mind.

Witness further stated :

I saw Guitean very soon after at the
State Department.  Numeral state-
ments are ullp to be exagerated when
we are recalling the statement to mind.
According to my recelleetion he ealled
twenty or twenty-live times. 1t might
possibly be not over ten: but ecight or
ten visits of that kind are apt to make
an impression of twenly or thirty-five,
[Laughter.] He was a very ‘persistant
applicant for the Consul Generalship at
Paris. I never gave him the slightest
encouragement that he would recerve
the appeintment, 1 remember, after
l.wl‘sistmll and repeated visits, 1 told
iim that in my judgment there was no
prospect whatever of his receiveng the
appointment, and that I did not want
him to continue his visits. T wanted to
bring them to an end, and I told him
there was no prospect of his receiving

The witness here identified a number
of letters from Guiteau and taken from
lhplliles of the State Department and
said:

1 observe these letters contain the sig-
natures I made on them for identifica-
tion, and this, indieating a paper in
sheep inclosing one of the leetures
which he alledged to have made during
the politieal cnmlmifm and one on
whieli he based his claims for oflice.
Here, (indicating) is o letter that came
from the White House with an ordin-
ary executive mansion blank. It is a
mere endorsement. Guiteau changes
his application for the Austrian Mis-
sion., That letter came from the White
House in this envelope. [ did not see
the body of the President after its re-
turn here. 1t wasnot a pleasant sight
and I did not go to the rotunda of the
Capitol to seo it.

On the night of July 1st I wasen-
gaged with the President until near
midnight on public business.  On part-
ing he suggested that I haul better call
and see him in the morning before he
laft beeanse there might be some mat-
ter to which he desired to call my at-
tention. 1 went to the White House in
the morning, reaching there at nine—
not later than three minutes past. [
wus detained some little time in con-
ference with the President in the Cab-
inet room and in the library a very fow
minutes. I then started with him for
the depot, he riding in the carringe in
which 1 went to the White House, the
. :

He had got in of course fivst
at the White House and that brought
him on the side next to the pavement
and as the earriage was n gmall coupe
he got ont first as a matter of conven-
ience. He took my arm as we ascend-
ed the steps and turned on the left to
speak to some one, I think a pelice of-
ficer, and the same oflicer who teld us
we had tenor twelve minutes remaining.
When he turned to speak to lnm our
arms became disengaged according to
my mmpression and as  we walked
through the ladies’ room we were not
arm in arm but side by side. He had
got two-thirds of the way across the
room when suddenly, witheut any pre-
monition whatever. there was a very
loud report of a pistol followed in &
very shorl interval by a second shot.
At the instant I first heard the report it
aceurred (o me it was seme trouble be-
tween persons lo whom we were in no
way related, or some such deed of vio-
lence, and 1 touched the President as
though to hurry him' on as I thought
there might be some danger to his per-
sonor my own. Justas [ did that the
President kind of threw his hands up
and said ;¢ *My God ! what is this?
It seems to have been almost between
shots he said this; of course it was an
execiting and horrible scene. 1 can
only give my impression, net & minute
statement. Then there rushed past mo
wman.  According to my recollection
he passed on my vight. I immediately
fellowed after the man instinetively,
and went, I suppose, a direet distance
ef eight feet. } remember 1 stopped
just outside the door, which led from
the ladies’ room to the main room, and
then the shout eame up, *“We have got
him " 1 found the President had quite

sunk, Ile was sinking when 1 left.
When I got nearly back to him
he was vomiting. 1 was the first

or seeond person who got baek to him,
[ think at that moment he was uneon-
cious. Of course immediately & very
large crowd surrounded him and mat-
tresses were brought, [ think, from the
sleeping ear and he was removed to an
upper room in the depot and medical
u.ull was at hand as soon as possible and
an examination made. He was return-
ed to the White House, reachir g there,
I should say, in about fifty minutes or
possibly an hour. [ know I returned
to my own room anid wrote a_ dispateh

to the public, especially the European |

public, direeting it to Minister Lowell,
at London, In that dispatch I said:
At this hour—10:20 a. m.;"" the Presi-
dent being shol about 9:20, that enubles
me to identify the time at which the
President got to the Winte House. He
cot there ahout the time 1 got to my
wonse, possibly a little before. “There
are in brief the cirenmstances conneet-
ed with my observations, "When in the
upper rooin of the depot there was a
gathering around of Cabinet Ministers,
who immediately vrepaired there from
the cars. There !null yet heen no re-
port made of whom it was but [ gave
mformation.  The man I saw run and
whom I went after, sl whom 1 saw
fall into the hands of the police was
Cruitean, 1 recognized the man. [
made that statement to the Cabinet,
the attending surgeons and General
Sherman before the police had discoy-
ered the nawe.  Of course, the shot he-
ing behind my back, I didd not see him
with the pistol in his hand. He did not
in running have the pistol exposed.

Scoville in gquestioning Blaane refer-
red tothe difficulty which arose in the
Repuplican party in New York after
the appointment of Collector Robertson
and requested that the Secretary ox-
plain the situation as it existed.

Secretary’ Blaine snswered a nomber
of questions on the subjeet of the resig-
nation of Senator Conkling and Platt,
and the controversy in the New York
Ligislature, and upon being further
questioned,  suggested that ‘TIH would
make n ;m]ilit'nrslmm'il for the defense
if it was desived.

Seoville explained lis reason for put-
ting the questions, saying he desired to
show the bitterness in political orders
with a view to proving the bearing it
had upon the prisoner s mind.

In reply to further questions the See-
retary stated that after the assassination
of the President he paid little  or no at-
tention to the confliet in the New York
Legislature, and in fact thonght noth-
ing of politics,  He said heinvented the
term “stalwart’” himself in 1875, The
secretary, after further gnestioning,
left the stand ot 12:20 p. m. and the
conit took w recess [m"mlf an hour,

GUITEAU **KIOKS,"

The prisoner at once began to expos-
tulate with Scoville, stating that he de-
sired him to comply with hisown wishes
in the case, and if he did not doso there
wonlid be a big row, He was remoyed
by the bailiff with dificulty as he de-
sired to continue the conversation.
Seoville paid no attention to him.

COURT REASSEMBLED.

Upon reassembling Resident Minister
of Venestela described the shooting
the depot. The prisoner impressed
him as wearing a look of fear.

Scoville asked him how Guiteau wore
his hat,

The witness said on the side of his
head.

Guiteau interrupted with **That's
false, wear my hat this way.”
Changing it from a_jaunty style to per-
feetly straight, and added, **I wear it
this  way and don’t go sneaking
around,’

Nothing further was elected.

Mrs. Sarah B, White, matron of the
B. & P. waiting room, explained the
circumstances of the sssassination as
heretofore published. She recognized
Guiteau as the person who fired the
shot and said she had seen him walking
ahout the gentlemen’s room hefore
Garfield arrived. Did not see a pistol
in the asssssin’s hands when she went
to the President.s assistaunce., Guitean
was only about three feet back of the
President when he fired. She saw noth-
ing remarkable about him exeept that
he eyed the ladies’ room. She said
Guiteau wore his hat perfectly straight.
The prisoner bowed npprm'uf.’

Robert A, Parke, the ticket agent of
B. & P, testified that he saw Guiteau on
the morning of July 2d, and saw the
firing, and rushing from the office into
the corridor and seizod Guitean as he
fled and held him until a policeman re-
lieved him. He did not see the first
shot. Histestimony was unshaken by
sharp questioning. .

At this, Scoville, whose skill in con-
dueting the examination of witnesses as
to their qualification, has excited the
admiration of the local bar, was of
course somewhat confused, and then
Guitean turned excitedly to his brother
and said: !

“Robinson did that.,” He said the
Government had only four chalienges.
He is no lawyer.”!  Thenlooking eager-
Iy over to the reporters’ benches Gui-
tean exclaimed to them, *‘Robinson is
no lawyer. He said the Government
had only four challenges. Put that
down ! .

These speeches of reasoning and pet-
ty malice helped to convinee many of
the gentlemen whe sat at the reporters’
table that Guiteau's manner is a Ipart of
the play and that he is doing his best to
ald the counsel in their plea of insanity.

EXPLOSION, FIRE AND DEATH ON THE

STEAMER SOLWAY.

Dublin, Nov. 17.—The explosion re-
ported yesterday was on the steamer
Solway, not t.}w Seyern, which was
towed into Kingstown harbor last night.
It was not caused by dynamite but by
the bursting of a barrel of naptha oil
which ran along the deck and eanght
fire nt a stove in the steerage. Six per-
sons were enveloped in the flames and
hurned to ashes. They were five sol-
diers and one passenger. Five other
persons left the steamer in & small boat
and have not been seen or heard of
sinee.

The disaster ocevrred at six o’clock
yesterday morning twenty miles off’ the
const and all day long the steamer lay
at the merey of the waves in a terrible
storm, the erew and remaining passen-
gers fighting the flames which contin-
ued raging in the steerage. Between
five and six yesterday afternoon the pi-
lot boat, attracted by the signals of dis-

{ress, put off from the shore. The pilot |

went on board and the vessel wassteer-
ed for Kingstown harbor A ship fel
in with the steamer about the same time
and remained near her until she reach-
ed the harbor.,  When the harbor police
rol on hoard a most heartrending and
orrible scene presented itself. The
portion of the vessel destroyed by fire
wans a blackened mass of burned ge-
bris, the fire still burning where the
crew had been unable to extinguish it
The charred remains of six bodies were
laid out on deck and many wounded
persons were lying in the cabin unat-
tended.  They were remeved to the
hospital.
